Primary 
school is 
granted 
academy 
status 



By Oliver Evans 


THE head of one of the first primary 
schools in Oxfordshire to get academy 
status says the move is vital in the face 
of Government cuts. 

Hanwell Fields Community School head 
Jane Haggitt said last week's change gave it 
greater financial independence from cash- 
strapped council chiefs. 

The school, in Rotary Way, previously had 
to buy services like IT from Oxfordshire 
County Council, the local authority. 

But academy status - allowed under 
flagship Government reforms - means it had 
more control over spending, staffing and the 
curriculum. 

It means major decisions around finance 
and legal matters have passed to the 
national United Learning Trust charity. 


Mrs Haggitt said: "The local authority has 
a diverse agenda at the moment with cuts 
from Government. Lots of resources we may 
have accessed in the past may have gone 
and more will go in the future. 

"Our move is aimed at putting Hanwell 
Fields into a safe pair of hands." 

The county council is having to make 
£119m of cuts over four years from its 
£1bn-a-year budget due to a drop in cash 
support from Government. 

Mrs Haggitt said academy status would 
give the school more independence and 
"choice about how money was spent". 

The change was allowed because the 
school has been judged "outstanding" by 
Ofsted inspectors. 

Mrs Haggitt said: "We are looking to the 
future and reorganising our school so 
education is the main focus." 

The trust was founded by the Church of 


England, yet says all are welcome at its 
schools. Its president is Lord Carey, a former 
Archbishop of Canterbury. 

Mrs Haggitt said that the governing body 
would run alongside the trust in the 
management of the school. 

This year, 71 per cent of pupils at 
Hanwell Fields reached the nationally- 
expected level in English and maths, 
compared to 74 per cent in England. 

County council cabinet member for 
schools improvement Melinda Tilley said: 
"This is an excellent school, so I think it is a 
good move. The more we can do to help, 
we will." 

Secondaries King Alfred's School in 
Wantage and Wallingford School converted 
to academy status last year. 

Other local schools looking to convert 
include: Chipping Norton School, Banbury 
School and Dashwood Primary School.

Out-of-town store plan rejected 


PLANS for a Sainsbury's supermarket in 
Chipping Norton have been turned 
down. 

West Oxfordshire District Council 
refused permission for a giant new 
supermarket on the former Parker Knoll 
factory site in London Road, on 
Monday. 

Officers had recommended the 
application be refused because of the 
impact on traffic, and the "viability and 


vitality" of the town centre. Objectors 
had also complained the new store 
would increase traffic and affect smaller 
businesses.

STAFF at North Oxfordshire Academy in Banbury 
have been trained to save lives, using a device 
donated in memory of a late youngster. 

Karen Bott donated the defibrillator after losing her 21- 
year-old son, James, in 2010 from an undiagnosed heart 
arrhythmia. 

She said: "It was bittersweet. They can now use a piece 
of life-saving equipment - but the reason I was there was 
because had I lost my son." 

Fundraising events have paid for the devices - which 
re-start stopped hearts - at Banbury School and Blessed 
George Napier Catholic School. 

The family are currently raising cash to place a device 
at Warriner School. 

Mrs Bott, of Ruscote Avenue, Banbury, said: "It could 
save a child's or a teacher's life." 

The donations have been made with the support of 
cardiac charity SADS UK. 

Spokesman Anne Jolly said: "If a person suffers a 
sudden cardiac arrest, having this lifesaving equipment 
on the premises will give them the very best chance of 
survival." 

Head of sixth form Roy Thomas said: "I feel that it is 
very important that all schools are provided with a 
defibrillator and receive training on how to use one."

Drunken neighbour, who 
threw pet out of window

DRUNKEN Oliver Thomas 
tossed a neighbour's pet 
dog out of a third-floor 
window because he was 
angry with it, magistrates 
heard on Friday. 

The 28-year-old of 
Middleton Road, Banbury 
who hit the headlines after his 
arrest when a prison van 
travelled 96 miles to transport 



him just 60 yards, was last 
night starting an 18-week 
prison sentence for causing an 
animal's death. 

The court heard that Thomas 
threw the pet out of the 
window and it landed, 50 feet 
below, on the concrete stairs 
of the basement property. 

Freddie, a white fluffy 
Bichon Frise breed, died in 
agony while being cradled in 
his owner's arms. 

TSarjbit Bisla, prosecuting 
for the RSPCA at Banbury 
Magistrates' Court, told how 
Nada Mansall had owned 
Freddie for five years. 

On September 16 last year 
she was having a drink with a 
friend when Thomas turned up 
at her third-floor flat in 
Middleton Road, Banbury. 

Mr Bisla said: "Ten minutes 
after he arrived and, without 
any warning, the defendant 
stood up and grabbed the dog, 
Freddie, by the scruff of the 
neck. He strolled over to the 
back window which was wide 
open. 

"Initially he held Freddie 
out the window. About two 
seconds went by and then he 



deliberately dropped the dog 
from the third floor." 

Thomas, who initially 
claimed the dog had slipped 
from the window, said he had 
thrown Freddie out the 
window after getting angry 
with it. 

At the time he was on bail 
to the Crown court for an 
attempted robbery and was 
also the subject of a 
conditional discharge for 
shoplifting. 

Mr Bisla said: "Nada 
Mansall has no idea what 
possessed the defendant and 
cannot explained why he did 
it." 

When he first appeared 
before magistrates last year in 
connection with the incident, 
a prison van travelled from 
Southampton to Banbury 
because it would "infringe his 
human rights" if he was made 
to walk the 60 yards from the 
police cells. 

Thomas admitted a single 
charge of causing unnecessary 
suffering to a protected 
animal. 

Charlotte Moss, defending, 
said that a lot of alcohol was 
consumed by Thomas on the 
day of the incident. 

She said: "My instructions 
are that he doesn't really recall 
the day or events in question. 

"He is remorseful and, 
looking back, cannot quite 
believe what happened." 

Presiding magistrate Paul 
Morley jailed Thomas for 18 
weeks. He also disqualified 
him from owning or keeping 
an animal for life and ordered 
him to pay £300 costs. The building in Middleton Road, from which the dog was thrown

Promise over 
new medical 
records system

HEALTH bosses have promised 
patients that a new electronic 
records system will be secure. 

Oxfordshire's patient files are to 
be put on a national electronic data¬ 
base called the Summary Care 
Record. The NHS says it will 
improve care because of quicker 
access in an emergency. 

At the moment records are kept 
in all the places where patients 
receive care - from GPs' surgeries to 
hospitals, which means the informa¬ 
tion can only be shared by letter, 
email, fax or phone. 

A local version of the records sys¬ 
tem will also be introduced. 

The Oxfordshire Care Summary 
will provide more detailed informa¬ 
tion than the national Summary 
Care Record and will only be avail¬ 
able to local healthcare profession¬ 
als involved in a patient's treatment 
in Oxfordshire. 

Dr Andy Chivers, clinical lead for 
the Oxfordshire Care Summary proj¬ 
ect, said: "The Oxfordshire Care 
Summary will improve patient care, 
especially in more complex cases 
where the GP's notes may hold vital 
information not otherwise available, 
such as blood-test results or drug 
side effects. 

"Control and monitoring of 
access to the data will be taken very 
seriously, so we can assure 
Oxfordshire residents that their 
information is only viewed when 
necessary for medical care." 

Every patient registered at a GP 
practice in Oxfordshire and aged 16

years and over will receive a letter 
next month. It will explain what the 
care records are, their benefits, and 
that patients need to make a choice 
about whether they have these 
records or not. 

Patients have the right to opt out, 
if they wish, and can do so easily by 
completing a freepost opt-out form 
that comes with the letter. 

If they decide to stay in the sys¬ 
tem, health care staff who are 
involved in patient care can access 
them with a chip-and-pin NHS 
smartcard. 

But the staff members will have to 
ask their permission before a record 
can be viewed. 

A detailed audit trail is generated 
every time a record is viewed. 

A new electronic patient record 
system rolled out at the Oxford 
University Hospital's Trust caused 
months of problems for patients. 


Hospital chiefs brought in the 
new £15.7m Electronic Patient 
Record system at the John Radcliffe, 
Churchill and Horton hospitals in 
early December. 

Ambulances were left queueing 
outside the A&E unit at the John 
Radcliffe and patients waited for 
hours for appointments which had 
disappeared from the new system. 

Dr Stephen Richards, chief execu¬ 
tive of the Oxfordshire Clinical 
Commissioning Group, said: "The 
GPs in the group recognise the 
problems that arise when a patient's 
records are not available to other 
doctors outside normal GP surgery 
hours. 

"We are striving to create a more 
integrated health system and sharing 
the most clinically important aspects 
of a patient's records is a key part of 
improving health outcomes for the 
people of Oxfordshire." 


Growth in number of pensioners predicted 


THE number of Oxfordshire 
pensioners aged over 90 will 
treble over the next two 
decades, care bosses have 
predicted. 

The 2008 figure of 4,600 
people of that age will rise to 
16,900 by 2033, Oxfordshire 
County Council said. 


And over the same period the 
96,600 over 65-year-olds will rise 
in number to 171,200, with those 
over 85 increasing from 14,200 
to 37,600, it said. 

A council report said longer 
life expectancy and better 
healthcare were putting a 
“significant demographic 


pressure on adult social care”. 

Age UK Oxfordshire’s Paul 
Cann said the council was 
“trying hard to put a pint into a 
quart pot” due to Government 
cash cuts. He said: “There are 
some signs of progress in the 
county, but this is a care system 
that is creaking.”

Patients' group claims hospital fees 'prey on the vulnerable' 


Cost of bedside TVs 


labelled 'exorbitant' 


THE cost of watching a day's TV as a 
patient in Oxfordshire's hospitals 
has more than doubled in six years. 

In 2006, patients in the Horton 
Hospital, Banbury paid just £3.50 a day to 
use their bedside TV set. 

Now, the cost has soared to at least 
£7.50 for 24 hours use - rising to £10 for 
a more comprehensive package. 

Meanwhile, inmates at the county's 
prisons pay just £1 per day for an in-cell 
TV. 

Now an Oxfordshire patients group has 
labelled the costs "exorbitant". 

Jacquie Pearce-Gervis, of watchdog 
Patient Voice, said: "It's exorbitant in these 
difficult times - especially when you think

the people who are watching it are very ill 
and maybe losing salary. 

"It's preying on vulnerable people who 
don't choose to be in hospital and don't 
choose to be bed-bound." 

Sick people staying in most wards have 
the option to rent a pay-per-view TV and 
telephone service, run by company 
Hospedia. 

Certain wards, including some chil¬ 
dren's wards, get the TV service free. 

The Oxford University Hospitals Trust, 
which runs the hospital, said it did not 
make any money from the charges. 


An OUH spokesman said: "In-patients 
at any of our hospitals are able to watch 
television free in ward day rooms. 

"Additionally patients have access to a 
free radio service at their bedside. Public 
telephones are available on wards, with 
some hospitals allowing the use of mobile 
phones. 

"The Trust has had Hospedia services 
for its patients since they were first intro¬ 
duced across the country in 2001. 

"The original company, Patientline, was 
commissioned to install equipment so 
that a comprehensive service could be 
provided to every patient's bedside." 

Hospedia made £2m profit for the year 
ending March 2011. The previous year it 


made a loss of £12.5m. A spokesman for 
Hospedia said the £10 package, intro¬ 
duced over the past month, was just one 
of a number available to patients. 

He said: "Other options include a two- 
hour mini bundle at a cost of £2.50 - for 
patients who only wish to watch a few 
hours of TV - or a 12-hour £5 mini bun¬ 
dle. 

"Both mini bundles contain a reduced 
number of TV channels, and unlimited 
outbound calls to UK landlines." 

The spokesman added that the 2006 
package for £3.50 included about 18 
channels but no films or no phone calls. 
She was unable to say whether it includ¬ 
ed Internet.

A FOUNDATION, which helps safe¬ 
guard the countryside by providing sup¬ 
port and cash to community shops, has 
been given a £30,000 boost. 

The Plunkett Foundation has helped create 
and save shops across Oxfordshire. It received 
the cash from the Prince's Countryside Fund, 
which is the brainchild of The Prince of Wales. 

The foundation has helped the majority of 
the 271 community-owned shops in the UK 
and it is hoped the grant will directly fund a 
further ten nationwide. 

The £30,000 cash will also enable at least 
40 communities, which are currently without 
a shop, to visit successful examples of com¬ 
munity shops for inspiration. 

Mike Perry, from Plunkett, said: "We are 
delighted to be named as one of the success¬ 
ful projects to receive funding from the 
Prince's Countryside Fund. It will enable us to 
continue our work, helping communities to 
take control of the issues affecting them 
through community ownership. 

"Village shops are currently closing at a rate 
of around 400 per year, but community own¬ 
ership saves around five per cent of these. 

"It is a viable and sustainable business 
model. Of the 282 shops to have opened 
across the UK, only 11 have ever closed, giv¬ 
ing them a survival rate of 96 per cent." 

Tackley Village Shop director Barbara 
Vaughan said: "The foundation advised and 
supported us in the development of our busi¬ 
ness plan. 

"They were the first people we turned to

Churches get 
voice guard 

■ CHURCH insurance company, 
Ecclesiastical, has revealed three 
churches in the Oxford diocese 
have been fitted with alarms to 
prevent metal theft. Movement 
sensors will trigger a booming 
voice telling thieves that security 
guards are on their way. The 
company is currently investing 
£500,000 in the system but 
would not say where these 
churches were in order to keep 
potential thieves guessing. 

Jobless tally 
on the rise 

■ THE number of people out of 
work and claiming job-seekers' 
allowance in Oxfordshire 
increased last month by 243 to 
7,854. 

The rise - which means 1.8 per 
cent of the working age 
population is now unemployed 
in the county - follows four 
successive months in which the 
number of people claiming 
benefit in Oxfordshire fell. Year- 
on-year the figure for January 
2012 is up 0.1 per cent on the 
same month a year ago. The 
claimant count increased in all 
Oxfordshire districts, but it is 
highest in Oxford City at 3.4 per 
cent, or 2,752 people. 

The county figure compares with 
a national statistic of 1,649,190 
claimants, or 4.1 per cent.

MORE than £2.7m worth of unused 
medicines are returned unopened to 
Oxfordshire pharmacies each year. 

But the problem could be costing the 
NHS four times as much — with about a 
further £8m worth of unused drugs lan¬ 
guishing in people's medicine cup¬ 
boards, health bosses have claimed. 

This money could have been used to 
pay for approximately 1,360 hip replace¬ 
ments, 1,160 heart by-pass operations, or 
10,800 cataract operations. 

The news comes as NHS Oxfordshire, 
the county's primary care trust, urges 
patients to complete their courses of 
medication, and think twice before 
ordering more. 

Julie Dandridge, NHS Oxfordshire's 


Medicines Waste lead, said: "It's estimat¬ 
ed that £2.7m of medicines are returned 
to pharmacies and surgeries in 
Oxfordshire each year. 

"But the amount lying in people's med¬ 
icine cabinets or cupboards could be up 
to four times that figure. 

"Everyone involved in prescribing, dis¬ 
pensing or reviewing medicines needs to 
make sure that patients are involved in 
making decisions about their treatment 
and that more medicines are taken as 
recommended." 

Unopened medicines can be returned 
to pharmacies across the county. 

But because of strict safety rules they 
cannot be reused. Instead they are taken 
to huge incinerators across the country 
and destroyed. 

Ms Dandridge said: "In the same way 
you wouldn't want a joint of meat you 


have returned to the supermarket to end 
up back on the shelves, we would not 
reuse unopened medicines." 

The appeal to stop wasting medication 
is part of a national drive to cut back on 
around £90m of wasted prescriptions 
across the country. 

Among the most wasted drugs are 
inhalers for asthma sufferers and repeat 
prescriptions for things like painkillers for 
people with a host of illnesses. 

Dr John Galuszka, a north Oxfordshire 
GP, said: "There are a number of reasons 
why medicines are going to waste, 
including people no longer taking or 
using the drugs. 

"Others may be put at risk if unwanted 
medicines are left in the home. 

"If anyone has any unused medicines 
at home, we would encouraging them to 
take them back to the pharmacy for safe 


disposal and have a chat with the phar¬ 
macist about their medicines on how to 
use them more effectively." 

GPs and pharmacists across 
Oxfordshire have been urged to discuss 
prescriptions more carefully with patients 
to make sure they are getting the appro¬ 
priate medication. 

Ms Dandridge said: "Unwanted drugs 
in the home may mean that patients are 
not getting the benefit they could be from 
their medicines. It also represents a large 
amount of waste. 

"We want patients on repeat prescrip¬ 
tions to think about what they are order¬ 
ing and only ask for what they need and 
are running out of. 

"Any other medicines can be dis¬ 
pensed when needed at a later date, as 
once medicines have been dispensed, 
they cannot be recycled."

Jimi Hendrix even started 
playing a guitar behind his 
head after he'd seen him do it, 
for God's sake. 

But catch Joe Brown resting on 
his laurels? Not on your nelly. 

"Icon? Naaaaaah. We all get 
inspired by someone don't we? I 
just get on with it!" 

And it's exactly this workmanlike 
approach to his music that has won 
Joe serious adoration among his 
peers and fans. At the age of 70, he 
has just set off on another brain- 
busting 31 -date sellout tour with his 
band The Bruvvers. 

Where does he find his energy? 

"It's not as tiring as it sounds - in 
fact it's very organised - not the sex, 
drugs and rock 'n' roll you might 
expect/' he laughs. 

"Weirdly, I do still get nervous. I 
was talking to the band about that 
the other day. Dunno why, but I get 
scared. When I'm out there, I'm in 
my element, though. 

"As for hard work, well, in the 
old days I'd be working every night 
wouldn't I?" 

Joe is referring to his days as a 
fireman on the railways - his first 
love. He grew up in the East End. 
His mum ran a pub in Plaistow and 
his grandfather was a trick rider in 
Bufflo Bill's Wild West Circus. He 
joined his first band, The Spacemen

Skiffle Group, where his talents 
were spotted and he went on to 
back Gene Vincent, Eddie Cochran 
and Johnny Cash. He can play at 
least eight different instruments 
despite never having had a music 
lesson in his life. 

"People always ask me questions 
like 'When did you learn to play the 
guitar?' and I'm like, no no no 
mate, I never did - I still am! 

"I shall go on until someone says 
you're embarrassing yourself." 

There will be plenty of new 
songs, as Joe likes to mix it up for 
the loyal fans. 

But one song on the playlist will 
be I'll See You In My Dreams - the 
song he played at the legendary 
George Harrison tribute concert at 
the Royal Albert Hall in 2002. 

The DVD of the show has gone 
12-times platinum in the US alone. 

"Oh George," says Joe, sadly. 

"Yes, I'm not keen on dwelling on 
it, that he's not here any more. But 
he was a good friend. His wife, 
Olivia, asked me to play it and it 
just went from there. 

"George was the one who gave 
me the song on CD in the first 
place. It was by Ike Edwards, who 
was the voice of Jimminy Cricket in 
Pinocchio, and a huge star in the 
1930s. He was known as Uke Ike." 

Joe's voice perks up as soon as he 
mentions the ukelele - an 
instrument he adores. He's even got 
his own range of ukes now. 


"I've always loved the instrument 
- and I do see it as an instrument, 
not a toy. 

"I don't understand people who 
say 'I'm not really interested in 
music'. Sometimes I'll hear 
something that's not my thing, but 
at least they're giving music a go. 
Good on em!" 

So, will you be hitting it hard on 
the tour, like some of the young 
pretenders do? 

"Nah, I've always been pretty 
straight. I'm no angel. We've had 
our bouts of drinking lunacy in the 
early days, but we always turned up 
on time. 

"It's the business. It's the job. A 
lot of people make a habit of 
misbehaving, because it's the 
image, but you've got to be a really 
big star to get away with all that." 

So, apart from charity work and 
catching up on sleep, what do you 
like doing on your days off, then? 
"What I really like doing is mucking 
around with wood. I love it! 

"But I nearly took my finger off 
the other day making a worktop. It's 
one I use to hold my plectrum so 
it's been a pain. But I suppose I'm 
lucky I didn't take more off!" 

Yes indeed, otherwise there 
would have been some very 
disappointed die-hard fans 
tomorrow night.

I ntended as the first instalment of 
an action-packed trilogy, John 
Carter is a fantastical and 
fantastically dull battle beyond the 
stars, based on the novel A Princess 
Of Mars, by Edgar Rice Burroughs. 

Oscar-winning director Andrew 
Stanton, who collected golden 
statuettes for Finding Nemo and 
WALL-E, makes a lacklustre live 
action debut with this sprawling 
epic. 

The miasma of digital effects, 
which hopes to emulate Avatar by 
immersing us in an eye-popping 
alien world, feel flat in 3D and the 
quality of the computer trickery 
doesn't match the ambition of 
Stanton's own script, co-written by 
Mark Andrews and Michael 
Chabon. 

Like the monstrous white apes, 
which the eponymous hero fights in 
a gladiatorial setting reminiscent of 
the Rancor pit sequence from 
Return Of The Jedi , the film 
lumbers. 

The bloated running time 
certainly tests our patience, 
especially with so little to hold our 
attention on the screen. 

Technical wizardry overwhelms 
one or two flickers of emotion and 
we give up caring well before the 
plodding 132 minutes are up

IF you are seriously planning to go 
on the pull, Mitsubishi's square- 
jawed Shogun has it all. 

Bold, muscular and stylish, the 
Shogun has the heavyweight cre¬ 
dentials to back up its macho looks. 

Changes made to this year's 
model mean an improvement in 
standard equipment and comfort, 
better fuel consumption from the 
3.2-litre, four-cylinder turbo-diesel 
engine and a 20 per cent drop in 
emissions. 

But it is the built-in frame mono- 
coque chassis that sits under the 
bodywork, combined with a tough 
four-wheel-drive system and front 
wishbone front and multi-link rear 
suspension which gives the Shogun 
its rounded, rugged ability. 

Its pulling power is truly awesome 
with the five-door test model having 
a braked towing capacity of 
3,500kg, making it a favourite for 
people towing caravans, horse trail¬ 
ers, boats and the like. 

Couple that with its abilities to 
cope in the toughest off-road 
conditions and it is easy to see why 
it has won so many friends. 

On the road, Mitsubishi's flagship 
is composed, calm and quiet, but 
while many 4x4s spend the vast 
majority of their life on the straight, 
smooth and narrow, the Shogun 
offers the prospect of far more 


adventurous motoring. That hint of a 
more exotic life off-road is under¬ 
lined by the fitting of both an altime¬ 
ter and a barometer to all models. 

But it is the small lever to the left 
of the centre console that offers the 
real passport to adventure. It allows 
the selection of four driving modes - 
rear-wheel-drive, full-time four- 
wheel drive, a setting that locks up 
the centre differential when the 
going gets tough, and a final setting 
for seriously extreme, low-ratio off¬ 
road work. 

Priced from about £25,000 for the 
three-door, entry-level SG2 model, 
the Shogun comes in either three- 
door five-seat, or five-door seven 
seat versions, and a choice of four 
trim levels. 

The three-door and five-door 
Shogun models have distinctly dif¬ 
ferent styling, with a chunkier, 
sportier three-door model and a 
more family-oriented five-door 
Shogun, with a third row of seats,

SILVER remains the most popular 
used car colour, according to 
analysis of auction sales in 
January 2012 by British Car 
Auctions (BCA). 

Analysis of a substantial sample of 
40,000 vehicles sold during 
January 2012 reveals that silver 
accounted for 29.5 per cent of 
the total, ahead of black at 25 
per cent. 

Blue cars accounted for 20 per 
cent, with grey in fourth place 
at 13 per cent. Red cars 
represented eight per cent of 
the total, with white and green 
each accounting for just under 
three per cent. 


More esoteric colours such as 

yellow, orange, bronze, mauve, 
turquoise and even pink also 
featured in the sample but with 
very low volumes. 

Of the more popular colours, white 
cars achieved the highest value 
on average, selling for £9,752, 
compared to the overall 
average of £6,040, reflecting 
that white is a fashionable 
choice on higher value 
executive cars. 

The white cars in the sample were 
also younger (37 months) and 
lower mileage (43,000) than 
the average of 60 months and 
58,000 miles.

'There's reliable silver and black, 
which is often favoured for its 
menacing looks on 
performance models and for a 
sleek understated look on 
luxury saloons.
